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Response to Amendment 

The applicant's AF amendment of 10-25-2007 has been entered. However, upon 
further review and reconsideration, the examiner now issues a new art rejection on 
claim 23. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 

USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 

obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 
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Claim 23 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Tsugita-6 168579. 

Tsugita discloses in fig. 3B a device having an outer catheter (elongated shaft) 
and an inner guidewire having a blood permeable filter at the distal end. The blood filter 
can be withdrawn into the distal end of the outer catheter. Port 54 proximally of the 
balloon 52 can be used for aspiration. This is the only aspiration port on the catheter. 
The examiner contends that given the structure shown in the figures that one skilled in 
the art would conclude that the port 54 would be located proximally of the proximal end 
of the filter when the filter is withdrawn into the distal end of the outer catheter. 
However, if this is not persuasive, the examiner contends that placing it at a location 
which would be proximally of the proximal end of the filter when housed in the catheter 
would have been obvious as one skilled in the art would have found any location 
proximally of the balloon to be an obvious port location which would perform the same 
function in the same manner as one which would have been distal to the proximal end 
of the filter. It would have been obvious to try the port location at any of various finite 
positions along the catheter shaft which were at positions close enough to the 
procedure being performed that the particles would not need to drift very far before 
being evacuated. One of skill in the art would have considered the claimed location to 
have been obvious as it would still perform the intended function of aspirating or 
infusing material to the surgical operative site.
